Dear Jim, 

Wot long ago you told mo I should road ^ onsi * s book, wMch I'd been ignoring, along 
with many others 1 regard as time-war, ters. I asked you why and you gave me no real an- 
swer, just indicating tliat it had inf oration in it tlrat I should know. When you said 
that aft a- I'd indicated my opinion of him and his work I assumed tliat you saw something 
really worthwhile m it. So, 1 got it and road it, not skipping until toward the end. 
having finishe:.. it, I'm not all tliat sorry and I'm not complaining about your referring 
me to a bool: tliat is very bad in almost ail ways. I've done some annotating on it. 

The one way in which it is not as bad as it could be tells me nothing new, that 
the IISCA was terrible. Howevor, JJ: might be of some use to the people for them to 
know that. Fonzi fell far Ashojfr and lie i3 dope enough not to perceive what was happening 
at the hearings, which were aimed at debumicing all the criticism! 1511 except mine. Blalcey 
never mentioned me in any of his narrations.

As 
a result Henry had access to all he wanted from the records of their -^international 
Wederation of Free ' i 'rade U nions. It was started in og^sition to an international 
grouping in Europe was was to the left of center^iFvIn Tf B rown handled Europe and 
Africa. (Asides once when 1 was trying to got fertile eggs of a famous french chicken, 
kn pouletj# de Uresse, Brown was going to send them in the diplomatic punch!) Serafino 
Uoilmaldi lulled the western hemisphere. Rownaldi and I had met soifally several t ime s, 
at the home of our (rionds who were Ms friends. 

The ICFTU worked with the CIA, very closely, but was not part of it. Forexample, 
tney led the overthrow of the freely elected U uyana government of Cheddi J agan.

I learned that much earlier tlian the enclosed record of 1970. Henry ^ergor had Ms 
doctorate jfcid was toacMng at Vermont, Burlington, the early winter of 1966 when he had 
tie got there to speak. He thenufitelied to VJasMngto.n, St. ^puj.s where as of my last 
knowledge he still was. He worked in the ftoijlnaldi ! files in the early I96O3. 

As you canpee , my typing was not always this terrible? I then had ray old upright 
and could face it when typing. 

I'll ask Hooh if he can retrieve the short memo I wrote him some years before tMs one.
